At the conclusion of the act, after which 
the singers were warmly recalled, the ex- 
citement behind the scenes transferred 
itself in a measure to the foyer.

CRITICAL REVIEW OF THE OPERA. 


Delighttual Performance Much Enjoyed 
"tassite the Rude Interruption. 

There waa one novelty last night, the first 
of the present season of opera. Thescenario 
and cast are described elsewhere. 

Gounod’s “Romeo and Juliet,” even 
though Mme. Melba, the De Reszkes, and M. 
Plancon were in the cast, attracted a com- 
paratively small audience, Unless the 
opera of ‘“‘ Faust,"’ announced for tomorrow 
night, is withdrawn, and for which the 
same eminent singers are, with the excep- 
tion of M. Plancon announced, it is likely 
that the identical conditions in attendance 
will be repeated. There are a number of 
works in the repertory in which the same 
singers are engaged, one of which might 
readily be presented instead. 

The cast of last night is a long-famillar 
one. The same, indeed, if present recollec- 
tion is correct that appeared in the opera 
on its last presentation here, with one ex- 
ception. This single instance was the Ste- 
phano, supplied by a young American sing- 
er, Miss Clara Hunt, heard here for the 
first time. Between the nervousness at- 
tendant upon a first appearance and the 
nervousness consequent upon. the episode 
elsewhere mentioned, it would scarcely-*seem 
fair to express final judgment upon Miss 
Hunt. The young singer is of pleasing 
stage appearance and evidently of com- 
mendable schooling. 

Mme. Melba was a brilliant Juliet and M. de 
Reszke, as always, and ideal Romeo. No 
terms of commendation would-well seem too 
strong for the.manner in which they sus- 
tained the effectiveness of their work under 
existing conditions; for'the self-command of 
both singers and for the presence of mind 
of M. de Reszke. Appreciation of which was 
notably demonstrated by the audience. 

M. Edouard de Reszke, M. Plancon, and 
Mile. Bauermeister supplemented in admir- 
able fashion the work of the artists engaged 
in the title roles. Sig. Bevignani conducted.

DEATH IN A COLLISION. 


JAMES P. GENGLER IS INSTANTLY 
KILLED BY AN ELECTRIC CAR, 


Five Other People Injured—Team of 
Frightened Horses Rashes Toward 
Swiftiy Approaching Train in Ev- 
anston Avenue—Both Hgrses Killed 
Pole of Wagon Shoots Through 
Top of Car—Unlacky Number of 
Thirteen Passengers Aboard. 


James P. Michaels,.an expressman, No. 
4288 East Ravenswood Park, started out 
last night to find his wagon and team of 
horses, which had been driven away by 
James P. Gengler. He found his team, but 
not in the way he expected. When he did 
find it, as the result of a collision, he was 
thrown twenty feet into the street off of 
Evanston electric car No. 21, and was picked 
up stunned and bleeding. 

Gergler was ground to death beneath the 
wheels of the car, and both horses were in- 
stantly killed.

BOYS SAVE A TRAIN LOAD OF LIVES. 


Flag a Speeding Grand Trunk Express 
and Prevent Catastrophe. 

Hamilton,Ont.,March 30.—{Special.]—What 
might have been a disastrous railway acci- 
dent was narrowly averted yesterday after- 
noon by the presencé of mind of a number of 
boys, who signalled the approaching train, 
which was stopped in time. 

About twenty-five yards of track on the 
Grand Trunk four miles from the ctiy was 
covered with rocks and débris washed down 
upon it from the mountain above. 

The Atlantic express, due here at 2:52 
from Chicago, and bound for New York, 
came bounding down the grade from Dundas 
and whirled around the curve a short dis- 
tance above the blockade at a sixty-mile clip. 

Engineer Martindale saw the boys sig- 
naling the train to stop. He reversed the 
engine and applied brakes, but the train 
went on. When it reached the blocked track 
the speed was considerably lessened, but 
the engine and mail car went through the 
stones. The baggage car was ditched and 
the train came to a standstill with a sudden 
jerk. 

The train probably would have rolled over 
the embankment had not the speed been 
checked.

Result of Dissatisfaction Over the 
Rules Made Three Months Ago by 
the Department Concerning the 
Disposition of Infectious and Con- 
tagious Cases—More Care Is to Be 
Taken to Prevent the Spread of Dis- 
ease by Disinfecting Rooms.

Three of the passengers were women, and 
they, with the others, were thrown with ter- 
ible force from their seats. 

Fragments of the car and pieces of broken 
window glass were showered upon them, 
and that more were not injured was consid- 


ered marvelous. 
Peculiar Features. 
The accident had many peculiar features. 


| Yesterday afternoon Michaels, who does a. 


heavy express business in Rogers Park, em- 
ployed Gengler to assist him in moving some 


furniture. 
At 6:30 o’clock, when the men had finished 


their work, they stopped at a saloon at High 
Ridge and North Clark streets. Michaels 
persisted in tarrying there, and Gengler. 
irritated by the delay, left the saloon and 
mounted the wagon. He was an inexperi- 
enced driver, and when Michaels found 
Gengler had gone, he became anxious. 

Michaels jumped on a car and hastened to 
Gengler’s house, thinking he might have 
driven there. The expressman failed to find 
him, and took the next car south, with the 
idea of going over the line again. 

He stationed himself on the front platform 
in order that he might keep a good lookout. 

Motorman C. A. Pritchard gave the car 
full current for a considerable distance and 
was running at eighteen miles an hour when 
he sighted an express wagon on the 
same track coming towards him. 
The driver seemed to be trying to get his 
team off the track, and the motorman turned 
off the current only slightly. 

Suddenly the horses seemed to take fright 
at something—probably at the efforts of 
Gengler to handle them—and began a wild 
race up the track toward the rapidly ap- 
proaching car. 

Motorman Pritchard made a heroic at- 
tempt to stop his car, but it was too late. 
There was a frightful crash, and wagon and 
ear were hopelessly intermingled. 

Pritchard, after throwing off the current, 
made a fiying leap for his life and escaped 
injury. Michaels, however, was tossed far 
into the street. 


Gengler Instantly Killed. 


When the pole of the wagon went through 
the roof the car was forced from the track 
and was only kept from turning over by the 
dismantled frame of the wagon. The front 
end of the car was torn completely off. 

The unfortunate Gengléer died instantly. 


‘He gave one yell whet the crash came and 


then disappeared beneath the jumble of 
flying wheels and dying horses. When he 
was dragged from the wreck five minutes 
afterward by the Rogers Park police his 
body was a shapeless mass and life was 
extinct. 

One of the horses was killed instantly and 
the other was shot to end its sufferings. 

Motorman Pritchard was arrested, but 
later released on bail.

| MILITIA IS NEEDED TO PROTECT HIM. 


Anson B. Strong Under Arrest Accused 
of the Stone Family Murders. 

Akron, O., March 30.—Anson B. Strong 
was arrested this afternoon at Ravenna, 
Portage County, and charged with the mur- 
der of Mr. and Mrs. Alvin N. Stone at Tall- 
madge on Saturday night. The evidence on 
which the charge is based is largely circum- 
stantial. 

Thirteen years ago Strong was sent to the 
penitentiary for horse stealing, his convic- 
tion being secured by the testimony of Stone. 
Several years later, after his release from 
prison, he was arrested again for the same 
crime and again convicted on the testimony 
of Stone. He gained his liberty the second 
time about three weeks ago, and was at once 
suspected of the murder of Stone and his 
wife. , 

W hen taken into custody today Strong safa 
he was at his sister’s home in Ravenna all 
of Saturday night, and that he had gone to 
church Sunday morning. A search of the 
sister’s house, however, resulted in the dis- 
covery of a suit of clothes and an overcoat 
which had been placed by a stove to dry. 


There were no bloodstains on. the clothing, | 


but Strong’s sister said she had washed the 
garments in an outhouse early this morning. 
In one of Strong’s pockets was found a 
railroad ticket from Ravenna to Kent, the 
latter place being within two miles of the 
scene of Saturday night’s tragedy. The 
ticket was purchased last Saturday. 

Strong was brought here at 6 o'clock this 
evening and placed in jail. The news of'the 
arrest soon spread and a big crowd assem- 
bled. There was no disorder, but Mayor Har- 
per decided to prevent an outbreak by order- 
ing Battery A of the light artillery to as- 
semble at its armory and await develop- 
ments. 

All the injured except Stillson, the nephew, 
will recover. Stillson’s death is momen- 
tarily expected.

The health authorities discov- 
ered a few months ago certain undertakers 
were careless in the handling of the remains 
of those who died of contagious or infectious 
diseases. 

Dr. Heckard said in one instance a body 
had been shipped to Cincinnati, and because 
of the loose manner in which it had been 
disinfected in Chicago forty-six persons in 
Cincinnati were afflicted with the disease. 
At another time he found a roomful of chil- 
dren crowding about the coffin of a boy who 
had died of scarlet fever in its most malig- 
nant form. This condition of things was as 
objectionable to the Undertakers’ Associa- 
tion as it was to the Health Department, and 
frequent conversations were held between 
Dr. Reilly and Dr. Heckard for the city and 
A. B. Perrigo, A. W. Jaeger, and Henry 
Ludolph for the undertakers. 

Three months ago the city made a set of 
rules governing undertakers, which was re- 
garded by the association as too severe. The 
rules absolutely prohibited public funerals 
when persons had died of contagious dis- 
ease, compelled the undertaker to adopt cer- 
tain methods in regard to caring for the 
remains, and held him responsible for disin- 

the death-room. 
oe rulés were finally modified and new 
regulations adopted providing licensed un- 
dertakers should be graded after an exam- 
ination. ‘The questions asked yesterday 
were mostly in regard to embalming and 
reparing for burial. 
To duethion carry out the plans of the 
Health Department and protect the public 
from contagious diseases, an embalming 
school has been organized, where special at- 
tention is paid to the prevention of the 


spreading of diseases.

SECOND CONFERENCE ON “THE 


CHILD LABOR LAW.” 


Present Regulations Regarding Fac- 
tories and Sweatshops, It Is Urged, 
Should Be Extended to All Wage- 
Earning Children—Work of News- 
boys Arouses Considerable Discus- 
sion—Miss Frances Willard Starts 
Eastward En Route to England. 

“The Child Labor Law” was the subject 
of the second conference yesterday at the 
Woman's club-rooms. Fully 200 philanthro- 
pists, mostly women, were present and par- 
ticipated in the discussion of this phase of 
the child problem in Illinois. 

The women who presented the subject yes- 
terday were: -Mrs. Florence Kelley, State 
Factory Inspector; Mrs. A. L. Stevens, As- 
sistant State Factory Inspector; and Dr. 
Julia Holmes Smith. Among those who par- 
ticipated in the general discussion were Dr. 
Philip Ayres, Mr. M. M. Mangasarian, Mrs. 
James Coleman, and Mrs. W. R. Sterling. 

The present child labor law was fully ex- 
plained as allowing work in the factories 
and sweat shops by children over 14 years 
of age, with certain restrictions for the sub- 
sequent two years. It was urged by all the

The overhours re- 
quired during the holidays was particularly 
deplored, when young girls frequently ex- 
tend their work until 11:30 o'clock at night. 
At such a time in only one department store 
are cash girls paid eXtra, and then only $2 
for two weeks’ work.

‘‘ Partisan activity of women may result 
in valuable help to the party, may give wom- 
en some experience in politics, but will not 
enable women to dictate legislation for the 
further extension of suffrage. Women’s 
partisan organizations have never caused 
the passage of a single suffrage law or any 
other law for the benefit of women, chii- 
dren, or humanity. 


‘‘ How can they secure the ballot? Jt will. 


not be by party work. Equal suffrage will 
only be secured by proving to the qualified 
electors irrespective of party that women 
should vote because it is right. That is 
reason enough.

TO FIGHT THE CIGARET. 


CRUSADE COMMENCED AMONG PU- 
PILS OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Thomas Brenan, Mrs. C. V. Waite, and 
Mrs. M. E. D. Gilmore of the Na- 
tional Anti-Cigaret Association 
Visit Thomas Hoyne Building—Two 
Meetings Held—Injurious Effects on 
Mind and Body Told in Plain Words 
—Signers of Pledge to Wear Badges. 

Thomas Brenan of the Board of Educa- 
tion, accompanied by Mrs. C. V. Waite, 
President, and Mrs. M. E. D. Gilmore, Or- 
ganizer, of the National Anti-Cigaret Asso- 
ciation, visited the Thomas Hoyne School 
yesterday afternoon to inaugurate the anti- 
cigaret crusade in the public schools. They 
were received by the principal, Miss Helen 
N. Blanchard, who immediately arrangéd 
two meetings of the pupils for them to ad- 
dress. 

The first meeting consisted of the two 
sixth grade classes of Miss Murphy and Miss 
Rafferty, meeting in Miss Murphy’s class- 
room. Mr. Brenan expressed his regret at 
seeing small boys smoking cigarets on the 
Street. He wished to see a general and vig- 
orous attack made upon it. He had brought 
two noble women with him who had origi- 
nated this movement, and he would intro- 
duce first Mrs. Waite, President of the na- 
tional organization. : 


Ready Replies. 

Mrs. Waite began her remarks by reading 
the opinions of numerous physicians show- 
ing the deadly effects of cigaret-smoking on 
the young. She wondered if the boys before 
her knew where the tobacco came from with 
which cigarets are filled. 

At this point all the boys seemed anxious 
to speak at once, and the boy who got the 
floor first promptly replied: 

“It is made up of cigar stumps fished up 
out of the gutters.” 

“And who have smoked those cigars?” 
asked Mrs. Waite. 

‘“* Sick people,” said the boys tn chorus. 

Mrs. Waite was surprised to see how well 
her audience understood the matter, but 
Said she would ask a question which they 
could hardly be expected to answer: ° 
sae Why is the poison of tobacco called nico- 

ne?’’ ' 

A boy in the front row promptly answered: 

“It was called nicotine after Nicot, the 
man who discovered it.’’ 

Mrs. Waite then showed the fearful effect 
of cigaret-smoking on the health of the 
young. 

Influence of Girls. 

Mrs. Gilmore addressed herself partly to 
the girls, who, she said, could do a great 
deal to dissuade the boys from becoming 
cigaret smokers. When a young man with 
@ cigaret or cigar asked a young woman if 
smoke was disagreeable to her she would 
generally say she liked the smell of it. But 
she never would say such a thing about 
smoke if there was not a man behind it. It 
would be far better if she would ina lady- 
like way frankly admit she did not like it. 

She thén spoke of the fearful effects of 
nicotine, and especially cigaret smoking, on 
the body and mind of young people.: It 
stunted their growth, it dulled their intel- 
lects, it made them idle, Stupid, and at last 
vicious, It ruined their scholarship, it led to 


bad associations, it blasted their hopes for 
the future. 

Mrs. Gilmore said she could not refrain 
from speaking to the girls about chewing 
gum. She never knew a girl so pretty or so 
intellectual she did not look ridiculous and 
hideous when chewing gum. She knew of 
two cases in which it had led to lockjaw. 

Eager to Sign Picdge. 

Mrs. Gilmore then explained the pledge 
which she had brought with her, printed on 
large sheets of paper, and which has al- 
ready been printed in THE TRIBUNE. The 
object of her visit was, she said, to see how 
many of the pupils would sign the pledge. 

At this point, and before they had been 
directly requested to take the pledge, every 
hand in the room went up. 

Mrs. Gilmore said she wished them all to 
hold a meeting today, write their names 
under the pledge, and form an organization 
for fighting the cigaret. Principal Blanchard 
said she would see to it this was done. 

The second meeting was held in the seventh 
grade class-room of Miss Ahern, with a 
dozen or more boys of the eighth grade 
present. At the close of both meetings Mrs. 
Gilmore displayed a neat button which she 
hoped the signers of the pledge would wear. 

The children seemed to be perfectly aware 
of every phase of the cigaret evil and fairly 
burning with desire to fly at it and destroy it. 

Mr. Brenan was highly pleased with his 
first campaign, and he informed Mr. Waite 
and Mrs. Gilmore privately he had now 
gone as far as he could go until he had con- 
ferred with the School Management com- 
mittee, which he wouid do at the earliest 
opportunity. 


ADVENTURES OF CENSUS-TAKERS.

STAY GRANTED IN KITSON CASE. 


Possibility of a Settlement Between 
the Parties. 

[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, March 30,—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.|]—Justice Hawkins 
today granted a stay of execution in the 
Ritson case to give Playfair a chance to 
appeal. Kitson was the only one of the 
parties present. Justice Hawkins said: 

“If I disapproved of the verdict and 
thought it was against the evidence, or if 
I had reason to disagree with it, I should 
have granted a stay on certain terms, but 
I have always felt that after a jury has 
given a verdict ohe ought not, unless he has 
reason to disagree with it, to interfere with 
it. Inasmuch as I know your only redress 
is by entering an appeal I think I ought to 
let you go to the appeal court unless you 
come to some arrangement yourselves.” — 

Sir Frank Lockwood for the doctor said he 
and Lawson Walton for Kitson agreed on 
an arrangement by which a stay of execu-- 
tion could beentered without application to 
the court of appeal on payment by Playfair 
of a certain sum unconditionally to the 
plaintiff's lawyers. No term is mentioned 
for a stay. 

Kitson has written to a provincial news- 
paper: | 


‘* We little expected such an end to the suit. | 


Our only aim was to throw off the shame 
which was cast on my wife. Had apology 
or withdrawal been given on my return 
home, the painful proceedings would never 
have taken place and many bitter song 
would have been spared. Both sides cafinot, 
even in the hour of triumph, forget the 
beaten side is composed of its own kin. I 
cannot help feeling for them, though their 
suffering is not caused by me or mine, but by 
themselves. My wife is much better. I hope 
to see her her own bright self again. Never 
soo ‘one moment have I doubted my wife's 
onor.”’

Committee Passes Resolutions Asking 
Immediate Action.

London, March 3u0.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}]~—The Maybrick com- 
mittec met today and passed the following 
resolutions: 

‘Resolved, That this committee, having 
considered the official notification from the 
‘Home Secretary to them of his decision on 
the appeal in;the case of Mrs. Maybrick, 
express their entire dissatisfaction at both 
the method and result of the Home Office 
inquiry; and, . 

** Resolved, That. further action is_imme- 
diately and imperatively called for in the in- 
terest not only of Mrs. Maybrick but also 
of the administration of criminal! justice gen- 
eraliy.’’ 

I fear these resolutions will have just as 
little effect as many similarly worded which 
have preceded them, inasmuch as Home 
Secretary Ridley has made up his mind, and 
he is. not likely to change it, particularly as 
he is therein supported by his astute legal 
predecessors. 

Nobody here expects Mrs. Maybrick’s re- 
lease for several years. She is a well-be- 
haved criminal, but despite all protests will 
remain in jail at least during the greater 
part of her life. 


“ FAKING ” FOREIGN NEWS EXPOSED 


Revelations in a Suit Brought by the 
London Times, 

London, March 30.—The suit of theTimes 
against the Central News company, a con- 
cern which supplies a certain agency in the 
United States, was opened in the Queen’s 
Bench division of the High Court of Justice 
today. The Times charges that the dis- 
patches regarding the Japanese war which 
were supplied by the Central News were in 
some cases-entirely fabricated and in other 
cases largely altered and expanded, and 
that by publishing them the Times suffered 
in reputation. 

Sir Frank Lockwood showed by comparison 
with the original cable messages that the 
Central News had furnished to the Times 
and its other clients, including the News 
Agency in the United States, over 25,000 
words of padding. This matter was supplied 
and paid for by the Times at the rate of 6 
shillings ($1.50) per line. 

There was considerable amusement, cou- 
pled with indignation, in court when counsel 
read the following original cable dispatch: 

“ Wel-Hai-Wei captured.” These two 
words were expanded at great length, and 
purported to give the. most graphic details 
of the capture of that port by the Japanese.

DR. J. F. KENNY DECIDES TO RETIRE. 
Well-Known Parnellite to Leave Par- 
liament. 

London, March 30.—Dr. J. F. Kenny, Par- 
nellite member of Parliament for College 
Green, Dublin City, will retir m Parlia- 
ment. The Parnellites have selécted to suc- 
ceed him J. L. Carew, ex-mémber of Parlia- 
ment for Kildare. ,

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DESIRE TO AID CUBANS. 


HOUSE RESOLUTIONS RECOMMEND 
UNITED STATES’ INTERVENTION. 


Action Will Surely Excite Spain’s An- 
imosity—Cuban Leader Executed 
by Order of Court-Martial—Insur- 
gent Forces Reported to Have Sas- 
tained Defeats—Ship Commodore Is 
Now Supposed te Have Heached 
Cuba in Safety with Arma. 

Washington, D. C., March #0.—[Special.}— 
Within a few days these will begin a lively 
campaign for the benefit of the Cuban rebels. 

Chairman Hitt decided this morning to 
hold up the conference report until the House 
had disposed of the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, so that the Cuban matter might 
have proper consideration. Mr. Cannon said 
this evening he hoped to get the appropria- 
tion bill through by tomorrow night, or at 
the. latest during the early part of the ses- 
sion on Wednesday, so that Cuba will have 
the right of way from that time on. 

There is little doubt the House will indorse 
the action of its conferrees and accept the 
Senate resolutions as the best thing obtaina- 
ble at the present time. 

The difference between the two sets of 
resolutions was after all only one of ex- 
pression, and the House does the best thing 
possible for the interests of the Cubans them- 
selves by accepting the action of the Senate 
and thereby putting on record the judgment 
of Congress-without further debate. 

Thisg¢gwill be by no means the end so far-as 
Congress is concerned, for there is a very 
strong sentiment to the effect that under no 
circumstances will Congress be permitted 
to adjourn until legal action fs taken. Under 
the custom of Congress concurrent resolu- 
tions are not usually submitted to the Presi- 
dent, in spite of the constitutional provision 
they shall be. In so important a matter as 
this it 1s probable the President would feel 
called upon to act, and if he is opposed to 
recognizing the Cubans he may take the 
unusual course of sending in a vetotoacon- 
current resolution. Should he not do so 
eminent lawyers have declared the effect 
woud be to grant belligerent rights to the 
patriots. 

Will Not Be Iguored,. 

This condition of affairs has already been 
called to the attention of the President and 
has been discussed in Cabinet meetings, and 
for this reason it is generally believed the 
resolutions will receive official attention 
from him. 

W hat the friends of Cuba desire to secure, 
however, is a public proclamation of neu- 
trality, as only in this way can notice be 
given to foreign governments that the United 
States has granted belligerent rights to the 
insurgents. 

The declaration is made by influential men 
in both Houses of Congress that unless Pres- 
ident Cleveland takes decisive action reso- 
lutions will be prepared in such a form as 
to comply not only with the Constitution 
but with custom as well. 

There is already pending in the Senate a 
joint resolution-offered by Senator Morgan 
which recognizes the insurgents as belliger- 
ents In the fewest possible words, and this 
measure is on the calendar where it can be 
reached on short notice. 

The pending resolutions, which will be 
passed this week in the House, go much 
further than a recognition of the fact that 
war exists in the island, inasmich as they 
recommend active intervention to secure 
the independence of Cuba. 

This hardly can be taken otherwise.by 
Spain than an unfriendly act, and even the 
most conservative: men in Congress do not 
deny that the relations between the Unite 
States and Spain are likely to be strained 
to the breaking point within the next thirty 
days. 

England's Position Is Doubted. 

Great Britain’s friendly attitude towar4 
Cuba is not generally conceded, and this 
would go far toward preventing any hostile 
action by Spain merely upon the propo- 
sition to recognize belligerency, but the Sen- 
ate resolutions looking toward the independ- 
ence of the island are something with which 
Great Britain would have nothing to do, and 
Spain has been assured of this fact. 

All the plans of the leaders in Congress 
look toward an early adjournment. not later 
than June 1, but all these projects are in- 
variably qualified by the proviso “If the 


oa matter can be arranged satisfacto- 
rily.”’ 


INSURGENTS SUFFER FIVE DEFEATS. 


Gen. Aleman Executed at Fort Caban- 
ais—Gen. Serpa Killed in Battle. 

Havana, March 30.—Col.. Monceda, re- 
connoitering in the vicinity of Siguzea, Prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, has been engaged with 
the insurgents, who Iecft eight killed and 
thirteen wounded. The troops also captured 
150 fine horses. , 

The insurgents recently attacked the 

Village of Sumidero, in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio, but were repulsed with a loss 
of eight killed and retired with their 
wounded. 
' The insurgents have made another attempt 
to pass through the military line drawn 
This 
time they tried to get through in the south- 
ern part, but were repulsed. 

The insurgent leader. Aguirez, after burn- 
ing Pep Andonio, was engaged near Banic 
by Gen. Melquizo. The Ilatter’s cavalry 
charged the insurgents and killed twenty- 
five of them. The troops had two officers 
and five soldiers wounded. 

Col. Semuera has been engaged with an 

insurgent band at Villas. The enemy left 
seven killed and retired with numerous 
wounded. 
* The insurgent leader, Enrique Aleman, a 
brother of the celebrated insurgent leader 
cof the same name, wus shot this morning 
in the fortress of Cabanas. 

Ramon Serpa, the :nsurgent leader, has 
been killed in an engagement with the troops 
near Santi Spiritus, Frovince of Santa 
Clara. 

Abelerdo Font, who was taken prisoner 
on the Olivette last week, has been sent to 
the African penal colony. 

The authorities of the war courts are in- 
vestigating and gathering all the facts in 
the case of Walter Grant Dygert, the Amer- 
ican who has been imprisoned for working 
with the insurgents, and whose case has 
been the subject of representations by the 
United States Government. The authorities 
are striving to clear the matter up in order 
to determine whether to indict Dygert or 
not. 

Rumors of the recall of Captain-General 
Weyler are announced to be untrue, and he 
is said to continue to enjoy the complete con- 
fidence of the Spanish Government.

INSURGENTS RECEIVE THE CANNON. 


Bermuda's Valunble Cargo Safely 
Renches Destination. 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Quesada of the Cuban Revolu- 
tionary committee said tonight: “I have 
just received a telegram absolutely confirm- 
ing the report of the landing of the steamer 
Bermuda with her valuable cargo of 2,000 
rifles, 1,000,000 cartridges and revolvers and 
machetes, with some twelve-pounder 
Hotchkiss cannon and several two-pounders. 

“This is the largest consignment of war 
material yet landed in the island. It was 
probably taken to the Eastern department. 

‘‘ At the same time another vessel brought 
100 men with Gen. Calixto Garcia and his 
son, besides several of the most prominent 
young men of Havana, including Nicolas 
De Cardenas, Martin Poey, L. R. Mirando, 
Laza, Carriltow Torriente, Gen. Avelino 
Rosas, a famous Colombian General, and 
Dr. Eusebio Hernandez, one of Cuba’s best 
physicians, who goes as surgeon: of the 
party. 

‘* All these men are well-known in the best 
society of Havana, and their appearance 
in the insurgent camp shows the kind of re- 
cruits we are making daily.”’ 


FIRE ON THE UNITED STATES FLAG, 


William Todd, Capt. Campbell, KRe- 
ports Being Searched on High Seas. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Kingston, Jamaica, March 30.—[Copyright- 
ed, 1806, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—The American schooner 
William Todd, Capt. Campbell, lay becalmed 
six miles south of the Isle of Pines, her Cap- 
tain reports to United States Consul Eck- 
ford, when she was fired on by Spanish gun- 
boats. It was on March 16 in latitude 21.12, 
longitude 82.42. First a blank cartridge was 
fired. Then came three solid shot, while the 
American flag was being hoisted.

The Todd was searched by armed men from 
the warships, being held two hours for the 
purpose. Having nothing but a legal cargo 
the Spanish commanders released the ship.

Waterway to Cost Between %7,000,000 
and 830,000,000—Benjamin Frank- 
lin Nominated Governor of Arizona 
—Prospect of More Financial Dis- 
cussion in the Senate—Architect 
Cobb Assumes Charge April 1—Oth- 
er Washington News. 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—{Special.]— 
A project for the construction of a canal be- 
tween Lake Superior and the Mississippi 
Riyer was discussed at length in a communt- 
cation sent to Congress today by the Secre- 
tury of War. Gen. Craighill, chief of engi- 
neers, submitted a detailed report of the 
preliminary survey in which he said: 

‘* Information obtained from examinations 
made of various routes considered for the lo- 
cation of the canal justified making survey 
on only two routes, via Allouez Bay and 
Brule and St. Croix Rivers and via St. Louis, 
East Savanna and Prairie Rivers, and Sandy 
Lake, 

‘A barge canal eighty feet wide at water 
surface, fifty-nine feet wide at bottom, and 
seven fect deep along the first named route 
would cost $7,050,000, exclusive of cost of 
compensation for the vested rights of the 
logging interests. A canal of similar dimen- 
sions along the line of the second route 
would cost $10,575,715, exclusive of com- 
pensation for the vested rights of water 
ccst for the use of water from St. Louls 
River. 

‘‘ A steamboat canal 100 feet wide at bot- 
tom, 121 feet wide at surface, and 7 feet 
ro ye along the latter route would cost $15,- 
015,112, ; 

“If the final objective for the waterway 
be the Mississippi River near St. Paul the 
selection of the second route would necessi- 
tate the improvement of the river from 
Sandy Lake to a point below St. Anthony’s 
Falls. Such a waterway, having a minimum 
depth of seven feet from Lake Superior to 
the Mississippi River below St. Paul, would 
cost at least $19,000,000 for barges and for 
steamboats if practicable at all over $39,- 
000,000. Assuming the total cost to be im- 
mediately available construction of a water- 
way by Route 1 would take four years and 
by Route 2, as far as the Mississippi River 
only, would consume ten years. For rea- 
sons given the most feasible route would be 
via Allouez Bay and Brule and St. Croix 
Rivers,”’ 


BUNCOMBE IN THE RESOLUTIONS. 


Silver Senators Force Financial Dis- 
cussion with Bond Deal Talk. 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 
After being more or less quiet for a month 
the rabid free silver cranks in the Senate 
have broken loose again and make threats 
as to what they purpose doing in the near 
future. They are now looking for any 
means for keeping the financial discussion 
in the foreground, and have accordingly 
pitched upon the bond issues of the last two 


years. 

Some time ago Senator Peffer introduced 
a resolution providing for an investigating 
committee to go into the different bond is- 
sues and compel the administration to pose 
before the people as being investigated by 
the Senate. 

The silver fanatics in the Senate do not 
expect to find anything crooked in the dif- 
ferent bond transactions. They are opposed 
to them all solely because they have supplied 
the gold with which to prevent a slump to 
silver payments. They wish to conduct a 
partisan investigation and summon the Sec- 
hetary of the Treasury and other financial 
officers of the government as witnesses so 
as to make it appear there was something 
wrong about the different bond sales... . AN 

Secretary Cariisle says he objects only to 
being dragged before an unfriendly investi- 
gating Committee formed for the purpose of 
casting suspicion upon the methods of the 
Treasury Department. 

No charges have been formulated against 
an official of the government in connection 
with any one of the bond sales, and the pur- 
pose of the resolution introduced by Senator 
Peffer was only to secure the appointment 
of a special committee to keep alive the sil- 
ver question by means of a dragnet inquiry 
without the slightest motion of finding any- 
thing of a discreditable nature. 

When the resolution was reached on the 
calendar today Senators Teller and Wolcott, 
both of Colorado, were very savage in their 
declarations of an intention to force its 
adoption, and the traditional courtesy of the 
Senate was violated without hesitation by a 
threat to pass the resolution in spite of all 
objection. 

Senator Peffer gave notice that he would 
call up the matter tomorrow, and the silver 
men generally say they will appoint the 
committee and if necessary give it authority 
to sit during the recess of the Senate. 

They do not say they have any evidence 
of crookedness, and some of them are frank 
enough to admit the sole purpose is to make 
bond issues as odious as possible, for they 
recognize the fact that although they con- 
trol the Senate the present administration 
is fully committed to sound money, and will 
issue bonds as often as is necessary to main- 
tain the gold reserve. 

The Senate in executive session today con- 
firmed the following nominations:

P. J. Ryan as Postmaster at Durand, Wis. 

Lieut.-Col. Hugh Albert Theaker, Four- 
teenth Infantry, to be Colonel. 

Among the bills passed today were those 
appropriating $2,000,000 for a public build- 
ing at Indianapolis, Ind., and settling the 
long-pending accounts between the United 
States and Arkansas. 

The bill was passed directing the Secre- 
tary of War to prepare a roll of telegraph 
operators who served not less than ninety 
days in the military telegraphic service dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion, and to issue 
to each a certificate of honorable service. 
The bill has a proviso that it is not to be con- 
strued toward carrying a pension. 

The bill appropriating $15,845 fur-the relief 
of persons who sustained damage by the ex- 
plosion of an ammunition chest of Battery 
F, United States artillery, at Chicago was 
passed.. -- 


TIN DEPOSITS DO NOT PAN OUT. 


Geological Survey Reports Gold in Pay- 
ing Quantities in Alaskan Fields. 
Washington, D. C., March 30.—The Geo- 

logical Survey has reported to Secretary 

Smith. At Newlin Gulch, Southeast of Den- 

ver, gold in apparently paying quantities 

has been discovered in ghe gravels of an 
ancient stream bed. 

The so-called tin deposits at the southern 
extremity of the West Mountains in Colo- 
rado were examined, but no evidence of 
such ores found. 

Discussing investigations in the Alaskan 
gold fields the report says many small veins 
of rather rich ore occur on the southern 
side of the Silver Bow Basin, about three 
miles northeast of Juneau.

Springfield, Ill., March 30.—[Special.]—Ths 
Supreme Court today declared the law re- 
quiring the weighing of coal at mines to be

WAR IN NICARAGUA TO CONTINUE. 


Efforts of the Peace Commission Prove 
Fatile. 

Managua, Nicaragua, March 30.—The 
Peace Commission, consisting of Dr. Pru- 
dente Alfaro, Vice-President of Salvador; 
Gen. Commans of Salvador, and Sefior Ra- 
mirez, the Nicaraguan Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, has returned here from La Paz, 
where the conference with the representa- 
tives of the insurgent Leonists has been held. 
The terms offered by President Zelaya are 
understood to have been the absolute sur- 
render of all arms, the payment of all war 
expenses, and the surrender for trial by 
court-martial of all the leaders of the insur- 
rection. The insurgents not only refused 
to accept these terms, but they demanded 
that President Zelaya turn over to them the 
government of Nicaragua. Consequently 
all hope of peace is gone and the war will be 
continued with renewed bitterness on both 
sides. There is great excitement here, and 
steps are being taken to reinforce the troops 
at the front and begin the advance on Leon 
so soon as the much-needed supplies of am- 
munition reach the government forces. 

There are disturbing rumors in the air. 
The government is said to be hard pressed 


for funds as well as ammunition, which facts | 


are not unknown to the Leonists, who are 
understood to be receiving secret support 
from Guatemala and from other sources, 
which may result in complications likely to 
cause a general war throughout Central 
America. 

It is suggested in certain circles here that 
this is a good opportunity for intervention 
upon the part of the United States with the 
view of, bringing about a peaceful settle- 
iment of the questions in dispute, as a con- 
flict involving all the Central American re- 
publics would put a serious check upon busi- 
hess and the development of the natural re- 
sources of Central America.

They say his mother and other relatives at 
Iayette have received letters from parties 
in Washington since his disappearance say- 
ing he was made away with, and the strange 
fate which befell his friend, William 
Shodel, who was an attendant with him at 
the asylum, confirms them in the belief he 
was murdered. 

At Salt Lake City the authorities have dis- 
covered letters written to officials of the 
Deseret Bank by a woman who calls herself

THOUSANDS VIEW EFFORTS OF THE 
FIRE-FIGHTERS. 


Walker Building, Near Auditorium, 
the Scene of Great Excitement— 
Blase Starts in Factory of Mme. 
Yale and Destroys Property Valued 
at $80,000—Mme. Melba and Olga 
Nethersole Interested Spectators—

noon, causing a loss of $80,000, in the course

glass. 


front. The men slipped on the wet trench 
at the street car tracks, and the stream 
of water struck with full force a horse 
which was hitched to a fire patrol wagon. 
The horse turned, and was barely restrained 
from dashing headlong into the dense crowd 
of people. : 

The building was owned by Henry C. 
Walker, and stood on an eighty-foot front 
piece of ground owned by George Lafiin. 
The building was erected in 1890 by F. G. 
Walker, who died in 1892. It was a part of 
the Walker estate, of which George W. 
Ross became administrator. ‘There were 
two mortgages on the building, aggregating 
$25,000, held by H. C. Walker, father of the 
former owner. Last December Mr. Walker 
foreclosed the mortgages and bought the 
property. 

The South Side cable was delayed during 
the time the fire was burning, but about 
5 o’clock the hose was raised and the cars

Although 
there was at no time any danger the men, 
whose names could not be learned, suddenly 
appeared at a window on the second floor 
and, with frightened faces, lowered two 
bicycles to the ground with the aid of a 
rope. They then made their escape by the 
stairs. The crowd cheered loudly when the

PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 


NORTHWESTERN TRACK ELEVATION 
ORDINANCE PASSED AGAIN. 


During the Discussion of Proposed 
Amendments Ald. Schlake Resentsa 
Remark of Ald. O'Neill, Who Had 
Charge of the Measure—Half-Holi- 
days in the City Hall—West Side 
‘Boulevard Plan — To Pave North 
Clark Street—Bids for New Tunnel. 


Here, in brief, is what the Council did last 
night: 

Referred to the Committee on Finance an 
order to close the City Hall at noon on Sat- 
urday throughout the year. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys North an ordinance to pave North 
Clark street from the bridge to Illinois street. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West an ordinance turning Polk 
street from Vernon Park to Garfield boule- 
vard over to the West Park Board for boule- 
vard purposes. 

Repassed the ordinance requiring the 
Northwestern railroad company to elevate 
the tracks of its Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
divisions. . 

Adopted a resolution directing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to notify ail 
street railway companies they must comply 
with the ordinance and place watchmen at 
the crossings of their lines and steam rail- 
roads. 

Passed an order directing Commissioner 
Kent to have certain streets in the Sixth 
Ward cleaned at once. 

Ordered the Commissioner of Public 
Works to advertise for bids for the con- 
struction of the new lake tunnel, estimated 
cost of which is $800,000. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South, a petition from the Chicago 
General railway company for an ordinance 
to extend its lines in Kedzie avenue and 
Twenty-second street. 


Aldermanic courtesy was at a discount. 
The subject of track elevation stirred up 
some bad blood. Ald. O'Neill introduced the 
Northwestern ordinance in a form slightly 
changed from what it was when passed at 
the meeting of the Council a week ago. At 
that time an amendment offered by Ald. 
Greenacre was tacked on, providing for via- 
ducts at all streets where the people asked 
for them. The company refused to accept 
the ordinance with that provision. 

Northwestern Elevation. 

Ald. O'Neill moved reconsideration of the 
vote by which it was passed and substituted 
the original ordinance with the amendment 
stricken out. 

Having thus opened up the subject again 
Ald. Schlake and Butler took advantage of 
the opportunity to ask for the opening of 
more streets in their respective wards than 
the Committee on Track Elevation had al- 
lowed. Butler wanted Forty-third avenue 
left open. Schlake demanded five or six 
openings and wanted specially to have Mel- 
rose avenue inserted in the ordinance. 

This aroused Ald. O'Neill, who said: “I 
don’t understand the gentleman's position. 
In the committee I asked him would he vote 
for the ordinance if we should give him a 
viaduct at Melrose avenue.! He said ‘ No.’ 
I asked him if he would vote for it if we pro- 
vided viaducts on all the streets he wanted 
and he said‘ No.’ Heisachronic negative.” 

Schlake, who was very angry, arose to re- 
ply. Members of the Council tried to cry 
him down, but this further enraged him. A 
point of order raised by Ald. McCarthy, that 
Schlake had already spoken, was sustained 
by the Chair. But he stood on a question of 
privilege and was allowed to proceed. 

‘“*] deny the accusation Ald. O'Neill has 
just made against me. What he says is not 
true and he knows iIt.’”’ 

Ald. O'Neill explained he might have mis- 
understood the Alderman, but did not think 
so, and would stand by his utterances. 
However, he accepted the Melrose amend- 
ment. 2. 

Butler's amendment had, in the meantime, 
been defeated. He thereupon jumped to his 
feet and exclaimed: 

‘“*IT did not think that Uncle John O'Neill 
was the whole thing here. I did not think 
it was necessary to call him a falsifier in 
order to get a viaduct in a ward.”’ 

Ald. Schlake’s amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 44 yeas to 13 nays. 

Schlake’s Amendment Adopted. 

Ald. Madden occupied the chair, and he 
found it necessary to use the gavel vigor- 
ously during the discussion. 

Business was transacted quietly, and it 
looked like a featureless session until this 
matter came up. Greenacre had nothing to 
say about the killing of his amendment. 
Ald. Kent declared it would be absurd to 
strike it out. 

Ald. Butler announced that he did not in- 
tend to make a grand stand play nor a 
campaign argument when he insisted there 
should be more viaductsin his ward. Outin 
the Twenty-seventh,. he said, they were 
largely farmers, and they knew little about 
the action of the Council until it was all 
over. The ordinance provided for a subway 
at Forty-second court, and that, he thought, 
was an unfair discrimination against Forty- 
third avenue. He was not like Ald. Schlake, 
who demanded a subway for each street in 
his ward: be 

Scheme to Prevent Elevating. 

Ald. O’Neill thought the amendment was 
intended to keep the tracks on the surface. 
The Council had passed a track elevation 
ordinance, but the company refused to ac- 
cept it. If amendments of this character 
were adopted then, in his opinion, there 
would be no track elevation. 

Ald. Lammers warned the Council that 
these amendments were simply for the pur- 
pose of killing the ordinance. 

Mr. Maltby said he had a distinct recollec- 
tion that in the committee Mr. Butler in- 
sisted that the subway should be at Forty- 
second court, and not at Forty-third avenue. 
Accordingly he moved to lay the amendment 
on the table and it carried—i5 yeas to 13 
nays. 

Ordinance Finally Passed. 

The ordinance finally went through by a 
vote of 2 to 7. 

An order was passed directing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to notify the 
street railway companies to station watch- 
men at the railroads crossed by their tracks. 

An order introduced by Ald. O'Neill was 
passed directing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to advertise for bids and to award 
the contract for street sweeping for the 
present fiscal year. 

Holiday for City Employes. 

Ald. Greenacr@ put in an order, which went 
to the Finance committee, providing for the 
closing of the City Hall at noon every Sat- 


urday. s 
It was Ald. Stuckhart who introduced an 


order, which was passed, directing the Com- . 


missioner of Public Works to send men to 
clean the following streets in the Sixth 
Ward which, he said, are in a disgraceful 
condition: Archer avenue from Halsted 
street to Western avenue; Halsted street 
from Archer avenue to Thirty-ninth street; 
Thirty-first street from Archer avenue to 
Pitney court; Thirty-fifth street [rom Parnell 
avenue to Western avenue; Thirty-seventh 
street from Halsted street to the tracks of 
the Pittsburg,: Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad. 

A petition was received from the Chicago 
General railway company for the passage of 
an ordinance authorizing it to construct, 
maintain, and operate a double-track rail- 
way on Kedzie avenue between Thirtieth 
and Thirty-eighth streets, also east on 
Twenty-second street between the Chicago 
River and the Illinois Central railroad right 
of way. It was referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys South. 

West Polk a Boulevard. 

Ald. Campbell introduced an ordinance 
making West Polk street a boulevard from 
Vernon Park to its intersection with Gar- 
field boulevard, a distance of three miles.

SKAKEL APPIAES FOR INJUNCTION, 


Steps Taken to Put a Stop to Indis- 
eriminate Raids. 

The Open Board of Brokers, which is the 
corporation name of William Skakel's place, 
No. 73 Jackson street, made an attempt yes- 
terday to secure an injunction to stop the 
raids of the Civic Federation on the pool- 
rooms and bucketshops. The Open Board 
of Brokers filed a bill in the Superior Court, 
which was at once taken from the files and 
carried to Judge Brentano’s court. 

The bill alleged that the complainant was 
a legal corporation engaged in a business 
which is legal, dealing in stocks and bonds 
and grain, and asked that the city and Civic 
Federation be enjoined from making any 
more raids upon the place of business of the 
complainant. 

The defendants named in the bill were 
Mayor Swift, Chief of Police Badenoch, In- 
spector Fitzpatrick, and W. T. Baker, Presi- 
dent of the Civic Federation.

He says he is bent on the 
arrest of Robert Skinner and Thomas Can- 
dy, the men who swore out the warrants re- 
sulting in the raids, and further declares if 
he can prove the charge against him of keep- 
ing a gambling house he will cause the arrest 
of all of them. 

A representative of Supt. F. H. Tubbs of 
the Western Union Telegraph company vis- 
ited Chief Badenoch yesterday morning to 
ascertain what disposition had been made 
of the tickers owned by the company and 
which were captured in the raids of last 
Saturday on William Skakel. A number of 
the machines owned by the company were 
taken by the police to be used in evidence 
and as a part of the paraphernalia of the al- 
leged gambling houses. 

Chief Badenoch told the telegraph com- 
pany’s representative the machines to his 
mind were as much a part of the gambling 
outfit as anything and they will be treated 
so. He declined to give them up, and when 
told the company must have them he said 
he would willingly fight. the matter in the 
courts to find whether the company has any 
more right to have men in gambling houses 
to help operate them thanany oneelse. The 
Chief said he would not give up the tickers 
eg s0 advised by the city legal depart- 
ment.

DR. STONE'S LODGING-HOUSE SCHEME 


He Hepes His Sugeestions Will 
Taken Up by Wealthy Men. 

“IT have had no one to come forward with 
an offer of money totry my sanitary cheap 
lodging-house schemé,”’ said Dr. James 8. 
Stone; rector of St. James’ Episcopal Church, 
yesterday, “but many have expressed an 
interest in it and I am hopeful it will find 
sponsors. I gave the idea from my ‘pulpit 
for what it was worth, hoping it would lodge 
as a’seed in good soil and bear fruit. I be- 
lieve it will. 

“ These lodging-houses, in my judgment, 
should be located in the levee district, near 
West Madison street, and wherever pauper 
classes congregate.

HEIRS AFTER VALUABLE PROPERTY 
Clark Hollenback’s Descendants Make 
Chicago a Defendant. 

A suit in ejectment for $300,000 was begun 
yesterday in the Circu‘t Court by the Hollen- 
back heirs for the recovery of a sixty-acre 
tract of land valued at the above amount. 
The land in question is bounded by Ninety- 
first, Ninety-fifth, Clark, and Jefferson 
streets, and consists of 160 acres. Of this, 
however, only sixty acres are now sued for. 

In 1889 Shadrick Williams and Henry 
Sanders of Chicago obtained judgment 
against Clark Hollenback, owner of the 
property, for $219.62 ia the Circuit Court of 
La Salle County. An appeal was taken by 
Hollenback to the Supreme Court, and the 
verdict of the lower court was sustained. 
Immediately after the decision of the higher 
court Mr. Hollenback settled the claim with 
the plaintiffs. In 1842 Mr. Hollenback moved 
to Kendall County, where he had his Cook 
County property and also the satisfaction 
of the judgment of Williams and Sanders 
recorded. 

About the time the Hollenback family left 
La Salle County an execution was issued 
against the property. A sale was made by 
the Sheriff of Cook County to Giles Spring 
Sept. 3, 1842, for the amount of the judg- 
ment of Williams and Sanders. Spring, it 
seems, was the lawyer who represented the 
latter: his claims never being satisfied, it 
is alleged, he caused a sale to be instituted 
unknown to the real owner. It is on this 
ground that the Hollenback heirs institute 
proceedings for recovery. The defendants 
are W. J. H. Goldring, 8. Goldring, and the 
City of Chicago, the former being in pos- 
session of the property. 

Shortly after the sale of the property 
Mark Hollenback di*i without leaving a 
will and the fact that he owned property in 
Chicago was unknown until about three 
years ago, when John, the only surviving 
child of Clark Hellenback, made the dis- 
covery while examininsy; some old records 
in Kendall County. Ever since then efforts 
have been made to discover those entitled 
to a share of the property.

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BOSSES JOIN THE LEAGUE 


NEW AGREEMENT WITH THE CAR- 
PENTERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


—— 


Combination to Prevent Cheap Labor 
- gpd Underbidding on Contract 
Work—First Day~Under Changed 
Conditions Is Mark by Several 
Strikes, Most of Which Are Settled 
by the Contractors Agreeing to Pay 
35 Cents an Hour. | 
The new agreement between the Carpen- 
ters’ Executive Council and the Carpenters 
and Builders’ Association went into effect 
yesterday. Instead of a general stopping 
of building operations, which was feared, 
, there Was a rush to sign the agreement by 
contractors and a flood of applications for 
- membership in tHe different carpenters’ 
unions. There were few minor strikes 
early in the day, but most all of them were 
» declared off before evening by the bosses 
_gpigning the agreement. 
The object of the two organizations is to 
make an ironclad combination of all the 
carpenters and bosses. The carpenters agree 
not to work for bosses outside the associa- 
tion. -The association agrees to employ no 
non-union men, to pay 35 cents arf hour, and 
to work only eight hours a day. There are 
gn the city nearly 1,000 bosses. Of these 
eigitty now belong to the association. ‘If 
the rest do not) become, members the union 
carpenters will not work for them. There 
are 8,000 carpenters. Not over one-half be- 
long to the union.’ Those who refuse to join 
will be prevented from working for associa- 
tion members. 
To Prevent Cheap r. 
The two forces expect to forma combina- 
. tlon which will prevent outsiders employing 
cheap. labor and ‘underbidding the associa- 
tion for contracts. Where the bosses refuse 
to join and employ non-union men the 
Carpenters’ Union is to have the other 
trades call off their men and prevent the 
completion of stone, brick, wire, or plumb- 
ing work until union carpenters get the job. 
The agreement is to last ohe year. A 
number of bosses ignored the notices sent 
out previously and their men refused to go 
to work in the morning. In all but five 
cases, however, the bosses went to union 
headquarters and signed an agreement to 
employ union men and pay union wages.
